LABOUR MPs 
SAY NO TO EU 
REFERENDUM 

Pressure grows for public vote 


LABOUR MPs in Kent have 
given an overwhelming thumbs 
down to calls for a referendum 
on the new EU reform treaty. 

Pressure is growing for a public vote 
on the document, which replaced the 
EU constitution and is due to be formal¬ 
ly signed in Brussels next month. 

Critics say the treaty is virtually iden¬ 
tical to the controversial EU constitu¬ 
tion, which was rejected after votes in 
France and Holland two years ago. 

A growing number of Labour MPs are 
keen to see a referendum to clear the 
air. But a poll by Kent on Sunday shows 
none of the county’s Labour MPs agree. 

Conservative leader David Cameron 
is among those calling for a public vote 
on the treaty. 

Kent Tory MPs and parliamentary 
candidates are taking part in rallies

demanding a referendum on Saturday, 
September 22 in Rochester, Maidstone, 
Deal and Ramsgate. Further events are 
planned for October in Kent. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown said 
this week that he would call a referen¬ 
dum if the final treaty did not protect 
the UK’s “red lines”, but made it clear 
that was unlikely. 

Jonathan Shaw, member for Chatham 
and Aylesford and Minister for the 
South East, is Labour’s most senior 
representative in Kent. He is against a 
referendum. 


“The Government has made clear its 
position and we don’t anticipate the 
need for one,” he said. 

Dr Stephen Ladyman, MP for South 
Thanet and vice-chairman of the 
Labour Party, said there would need to 
be a referendum every year if one was 
granted, because the treaty is being 
reviewed and changed regularly. 

He said: “The correct way to deal with 
this treaty is debate in Parliament. The 
contentious parts of the treaty have 
been removed, so there is no need for a 
referendum.” 

Dr Howard Stoate, member for 
Dartford, said: “This is a very technical 
document - extremely difficult to 
understand - and I think the chances of 
making it into a format that ordinary 
people can understand will be excep¬ 
tionally difficult.”

Nick Raynsford, MP for Greenwich and 
Woolwich, said there was no need for a ref¬ 
erendum on the treaty 

But he said: “If we were to join the Euro, 
then I think that is an issue of such consti¬ 
tutional importance, then there should be a 
referendum. They should only be held on 
things which have major constitutional 
importance” 

Clive Efford, MP for Eltham, said there 
should not be a referendum, as he said 
there was nothing important enough in the 
reform treaty to put to the country 

Gwyn Prosser, the MP for Dover, and 
Paul Clark, the MP for Gillingham, both 
said there was no need for a referendum. 

Derek Wyatt, the MP for Sittingboume 
and Sheppey, and Bob Marshall-Andrews, 
the MP for Medway, did not respond to calls 
for comment. 

Nationally, Labour MPs including Gisele 
Stuart, who was one of those who drafted 
the original constitution, said people should 
be given a referendum. 

“This is an issue of trust,” she said. ‘We 
were elected on the promise of a referen¬ 
dum” 

Former Labour Cabinet minister David 
Blunkett said he thought the new treaty 
has a “substantial amount” of the detail of 
the scrapped constitution. And last week, 
the former Europe Minister Keith Vaz said 
the British people should be given the 
chance to have their say on the treaty 

Roger Gale, Tory MP for North Thanet, 


insisted the treaty should be put to the pub¬ 
lic vote. 

He said: “The draft constitutional treaty 
is no more and no less than a thinly veiled 
attempt to reintroduce the European con¬ 
stitution under another name. 

“Blair, as Prime Minister, promised the 
British people would have their say in a ref¬ 
erendum. Brown, as Prime Minister, is 
seeking to deny us that right and wants to 
force approval for a fundamental constitu¬ 
tional change through Parliament alone.” 

Last month, a poll by KoS showed that 
six of Kent’s 10 MEPs would like to see a 
referendum. 

Promises 

At the time, Daniel Hannan, Tory MEP 
for the South East and the first person to 
call for a referendum on the European con¬ 
stitution, said the EU reform treaty was 
identical. 

He said it would give the European 
Union a head of state, foreign office and 
diplomatic core, a legal system, as well as 
the “legal personality’ of a sovereign state, 
which would allow it to join the UN and 
negotiate treaties. 

Mr Hannan stressed that the Labour gov¬ 
ernment had promised a referendum in 
2004 and 2005. 

The MEP and Tory activist Janice Small 
has organised the EU action day on 
September 22. 

In a statement, they asked Mr Brown: 
“What makes you think you can break your 


promises to the British people? And what 
makes you think you can change the way 
our country is governed without asking the 
British people first?” 

Meanwhile, a survey for the Daily 
Telegraph claimed two thirds of people 
would vote against moving more power to 
Brussels. 


IT would be too early to call a gen¬ 
eral election this year, say Kent’s 
Labour MPs. 

There has been growing speculation 
that the Prime Minister is considering 
going to the polls before the end of the 
year. 

At a press conference this week, 
Gordon Brown would not be drawn on 
the idea of a snap election, instead 
saying he was concentrating on “get¬ 
ting on with the job of governing”. 

Kent Labour MPs spoken to by Kent 
on Sunday said there was no need for 
a general election yet, but said they 
would be ready if one was called - and 
were confident they would win. 

Gwyn Prosser, member for Dover 
and Deal, said: “I am ready for an elec¬ 
tion fight, but I believe it will be May 
next year at the earliest.” 

John Austin, MP for Erith and 
Thamesmead, said: “There is no need 
for an election this year. Gordon Brown 
is doing a great job and should be left 
to get on with it.” 



Holidaymaker sick to

A HOLIDAYMAKER is suing a 
travel agent after she caught a 
nasty stomach bug in Egypt. 

Pauline Moore, from 
Snodland, went on holiday to the 
five-star Radisson Taba hotel in 
the Sinai Peninsula. 

She was shocked to see the 
swimming pool had human fae¬ 
ces floating in it. 

“We complained to the man¬ 
agement and their response was 
to rope off half of the pool and 
sprinkle a bit of powder.” she 
said. “I was expecting them to 
drain the pool, clean it and then 
refill it.” 

Mrs Moore claimed that she, 


along with three friends who 
also stayed at the hotel, had suf¬ 
fered from gastric illness, with 
symptoms including diarrhoea 
and severe stomach cramps. 

She has now launched a legal 
action with Irwin Mitchell solici¬ 
tors against the travel agent, 
Libra Holidays, of Hertfordshire. 

A spokeswoman for Libra 
Holidays said: “The matter is 
under full investigation by our 
legal department and we are fol¬ 
lowing standard customer serv¬ 
ice procedure.” 

The spokeswoman said it was 
too early to say if the company 
would dispute the legal action.

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Former Gurkhas could be called on for natural disasters and terrorist attacks 




PLANS to set up a paramilitary 
force of 1,000 former Gurkhas to 
help deal with natural disasters 
or terrorist attacks have been 
welcomed by the Nepalese expat 
community in Kent. 

Group 4 Securicor (G4S) believes the unit 
could take the place of the Army by cordon¬ 
ing off disaster scenes, helping evacuate 
victims and guarding against looters. 

Skills 

The Gurkhas would be unarmed, but 
given powers like private security guards so 
they can use citizens’ arrests or even be 
allowed to stop and search, if instructed to 
by a senior police officer. 

The disaster response force could have 
been used to help clear up after this sum¬ 
mer’s flooding in Gloucestershire, say G4S, 
which has put the proposals to the 
Government. 

Cllr Dhan Gurung, a former Gurkha in 
the British Army for nearly 20 years - and 
now serves on Folkestone Town Council - 
was pleased with the plans. 

He said the skills of many former

Gurkhas who remain in Britain are wasted 
because they end up in factory or security 
guard jobs. 

“That’s not using their skills to the bene¬ 
fit of the country,” said the 40-year-old, who 
served in areas including Afghanistan, 
Bosnia, Brunei and Sierra Leone. 

“I would like to request that the British 
government, if there’s any possible way to 
fund that kind of service for the Gurkhas... 
it would be really, really useful and of great 
value for the country.” 

Cllr Gurung, who lives in Cheriton, is now 
a senior security officer for the Home Office 
in Folkestone. 

David Taylor-Smith, chief executive of 
G4S’s security service division, recently met 
Home Office Security Minister Lord West of 
Spithead to discuss the idea of the new 
force. 

Mr Taylor-Smith said: ‘We could deploy 
people at short notice to assist emergency 
services with a variety of tasks including 
cordon, access control, search, scene-of- 
crime protection and evacuation.” 


Kent is home to the 2nd Battalion Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, based at Shorncliffe, Folkestone. 
The troops are renowned for their fearsome con¬ 
duct in battle and bravery. 

Nearly half of the soldiers from the Maidstone- 
based 36 Engineers Regiment sent to 
Afghanistan this week are Queen’s Gurkha 
Engineers. 

A Kent spokesman for the Army would not com¬ 
ment on theG4S plans for the Nepalese-bom for¬ 
mer soldiers to be recruited into a disaster 
response force. 

But he said: “The reputation of the Gurkhas is 
such that they are often in demand in the private 
security sector upon leaving the service of the 
British Army.”

‘The withdrawal from Basra is 
because Army is overstretched’ 


THE Government has come under fire 
for failing to properly fund the armed 
forces. 

War hero Colonel Tim Collins said the 
British withdrawal from Basra in Iraq 
was because the Army was over¬ 
stretched. 

The 550 soldiers this week handed 
Basra Palace over to Iraqi control and 
joined 5,000 troops at the UK’s last base, 
near the airport, outside the city. 

The Ministry of Defence said the han¬ 
dover of Basra province was now due in 
the autumn. 

Col Collins, who lives in Whitstable, 
said: “The Army is overstretched in Iraq 
and cannot support all the operations. 

“Before the Afghanistan deployment, 
many of us pointed out that the Army 
just wasn’t big enough to cover all the 
things they wanted to do.” 

Col Collins added: “They are trying to 
portray this withdrawal as a planned 
thing. I think that is being slightly disin¬ 
genuous, but only time will tell.” 


Julian Brazier, MP for Canterbury and 
co-chair of the All-Party Reserve Forces 
Group, said: “It’s very disappointing that 
the Government committed to two major 
operations but didn’t commit the 
resources, both in military terms and in 
backup terms. 

“By that I mean things like interna¬ 
tional development, rebuilding bridges 
and roads and all the rest, which would 
have enabled them to achieve as much 
as they hoped to achieve in both Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

“In Iraq, the failure to put enough 
troops on the ground early meant they 
had a much, much more dangerous and 
difficult task. 

“As well as costing British troops’ lives, 
it means we are not leaving it in as good 
a condition than we would have liked. 

“Under the circumstances our soldiers 
did remarkably well.” 

British troops have been in Iraq since 
the war started in 2003 and so far 168 
have been killed. 


Ex-Army head 
says the MoD 
cares more 
about targets 
than soldiers 

THE former head of the Army, Sir Mike 
Jackson, has accused the Ministry of 
Defence of caring more about red tape 
than servicemen. 

In his memoirs, Sir Mike said bureau¬ 
crats were more interested in meeting 
targets than ensuring troops were 
properly equipped, housed and cor¬ 
rectly compensated. 

Sir Mike, who was Chief of the 
General Staff during the invasion of 
Iraq, was trained in Ashford after being 
commissioned into the Intelligence 
Corps in 1963 at the age of 19. 

He specialised in the threat posed by 
the Soviet Union, before transferring to 
the Parachute Regiment in 1970. 

In his memoirs, Sir Mike says: “I did¬ 
n’t always find the MoD wholehearted 
about the interests of the soldiers. 

“I was constantly battling the civil 
servants. 

“I’d come back from a visit and say, 
‘We’ve got to do something about the 
state of those barracks,’ but it was like 
trying to fight your way through cotton 
wool. A soldier’s approach is very 
straightforward: this is the problem, all 
right, give me the tools and let’s crack 
on. Bureaucrats are not like that at all.” 

A spokeswoman for the MoD said: 
“Mike Jackson obviously retired and 
he has a right to his opinion.”

AN OFFICIAL report on mental 
healthcare in Kent based on the 
views of patients has exposed 
serious concerns about the quality 
of services. 

The Healthcare Commission surveyed 
users of community mental health services 
in 69 NHS trusts around the country 

In Kent, many users said they were not 
receiving the care and support they needed 
and experienced difficulties accessing coun¬ 
selling and treatment in a crisis. 

The survey found 70 per cent of service 
users in Kent were not offered counselling or 
‘talking therapy, compared to a third of 
patients nationally And 51 per cent of 
patients said they were unable to access help 
in a crisis out of hours. 

The watchdog’s report found the needs of 
carers and those who provided support for 
people with ongoing mental health condi¬ 
tions were not always being addressed. 

In Kent, 39 per cent of patients said the 
support was not there for their carers and 
loved ones. 

Crisis care 

Kent on Sunday spoke to a senior psychia¬ 
trist who works in the county to gain a clini¬ 
cal perspective on the surveys findings. 

The doctor, who asked not to be named, said 
there was a shortage of psychologists in parts 
of Kent and although psychiatrists wanted to 
prescribe talking therapies - which is helpful 
to many patients with depression - there was 
a six to 12 month wait. 

Access to out-of-hours crisis care in Thanet, 
Maidstone and Folkestone was reputed to be 
poor, said the doctor. 

And a lack of beds in mental health wards 
was reaching ‘crisis point’, warned the doctor, 
who said care in the community worked but 
only if there were hospital beds to back it up. 

People with severe psychiatric disorders 
sometimes had to be admitted to wards, or 
they could be a danger to themselves and 
others, said the doctor. 

In west Kent, NHS managers recently 
scrapped plans for a mental health unit at 
the new £225 million Pembury PFI hospital, 
near Tunbridge Wells. 

Members of mental health organisations 
and support groups expressed anger and con¬ 



cern over the decision. 

The trust said a move towards providing 
more care in the community was behind the 
decision to suspend work on the 42-bed unit 
planned for Pembury. 

But the countys service users and carers, 
as the report suggested, did not believe the 
support was available in the community - 
especially in crisis situations. 

Other Kent statistics from the survey 
include: 97 per cent of patients were on med¬ 
ication but only 22 per cent had any say in it; 
the possible side effects of the medication 
were not explained to 39 per cent of patients; 
48 per cent of service users were not offered 
access to their care plan and 33 per cent of 
patients in Kent sectioned under the Mental 
Health Act did not have their rights 


explained. 

The Kent and Medway NHS and Social 
Care Partnership Trust, which is responsible 
for mental health services in the county, said 
it has launched a review of all mental health 
services in the west of the county. 

A trust spokesman said mental health 
services in east Kent were subject to a major 
redevelopment. 

‘Surprise’ 

He denied claims there was a shortage of 
beds in the east of the county and said there 
were no problems with access to out-of-hours 
crisis services. 

He said the trust was aware that patients 
are waiting too long to see psychologists and 
said it was working to reduce times and 


improve the service. 

Regarding the commission’s report, the 
spokesman said: “When compared nationally 
to the progress made by other mental health 
trusts it is clear we have more work to do. 

“These results come as a surprise to the 
trust and although disappointed, we are 
already examining the results and working 
towards an action plan which will address 
the areas where progress has not been as 
good as it has nationally.” 

He said improved access to counselling and 
the needs of carers was high on the trust’s 
agenda and would continue to be priorities.

Campaign to 
save 59 Kent 
post offices 

KENT County Council has launched a cam¬ 
paign to save the 59 post offices thought to 
be facing the axe in the county. 

The Government plans to close 2,500 
branches by the end of next year and Kent 
will be one of the first counties to go 
through the process. 

“Use it or lose it” is KCC’s message and 
people power can prevent closures across 
the county, the authority s leader, Cllr Paul 
Carter believes. 

A six-week consultation period will be 
launched when Post Office Ltd finalises its 
list of branches earmarked for closure, 
which is believed to be on September 17. 

Cllr Carter said closures would have a 
knock-on effect, leading to the loss of shops 
and other services in some villages. 

“Particularly in rural areas they are a 
support network for a number of people, 
vulnerable people, where they are provid¬ 
ing a valuable service to the community.” 

Cllr Carter added: “The success of the 
campaign will depend on people power and 
the amount of noise we can make with 
Government.” 

Sean Carter, rural retail consultant for 
Action with Communities in Rural Kent, 
said: “I can see what they [KCC] are saying 
about use it or lose, it but it is a bit late now.” 

A spokesman for Post Office Ltd would 
not confirm the figure of 59 branches used 
by KCC is correct, saying no numbers were 
definite at the moment.

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Conserving 
our historic 
Cutty Sark 
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The clipper was damaged by fire in May. Luckily, 
its fabric had already been moved to Chatham 
for work. HUW POWELL reports on the project

I HAD expected sun-filled work¬ 
shops with craftsmen lovingly 
painting the famous figurehead 
of the young and beautiful witch 
called Nannie, or people polish¬ 
ing up the ship’s brass bell until 
it gleamed. 

So when I arrived to visit the Cutty Sark 
project in Chatham Dockyard there was a 
real surprise in store. I found the parts of 
the 137-year-old tea clipper lying in the 
open, and the skilled work being done by a 
young and dedicated team. 

The workshop is a small lockup container, 
doubling as a tea hut, and it is all wedged in 
a comer of the famous ex-Royal Navy ship¬ 
yard just yards from the sea wall. 

Heritage 

Ian Bell, the conservation technical man¬ 
ager, said the Cutty Sark project is fulfilling 
its original Heritage Lottery funding appli¬ 
cation. Not only is the fabric of the Cutty 
Sark to be conserved as far as possible but 
the project plans to become a centre of 
excellence and education for conservation 
skills. 

The project, underway before the fire, will 
involve as many local people as possible. 
Young people from disadvantaged back¬ 
grounds and ex-offenders are among the 
workforce. ‘We want to fill a vacuum that 
can be continued long after the Cutty Sark 
project is finished,” said Mr Bell. 

Brought up in Kent, the 39-year-old grew 
up with boats. A rigger by trade, he first 
worked as a fisherman from Dover, then 
moved to traditional oyster smack restora¬ 
tion at Faversham. Later he became closely 
involved with the replica sailing ship 
Discovery. 

“I have seen people who have had their 
lives turned around,” he said proudly. “The 
experience of working on such a fabulous 
ship is something they will take pride from 
for the rest of their lives.” 


The Cutty Sark was launched in 1870, and 
cost £10,000 to build. She was the pinnacle of 
commercial sailing ship construction; 280 feet 
long and 36 feet wide, her designer Hercules 
Linton, gave her an expected life span of less 
than 25 years. 

Made for a hard commercial working life 
there was a lack of finesse in the overall fin¬ 
ish. “She was built by big blokes using big bits 
of wood,” said Mr Bell. 

Her beauty comes from the graceful form 
that evolved from her sole function, to be the 
fastest commercial sailing ship in the world. 

The tea trade she took part in was the most 
lucrative cargo of the time, and on the Cutty 
Sark’s first trip from Shanghai, the tea she 
carried was valued at £100,000 when it 
arrived in London; ten times the cost of her 
original construction. 


Mr Bell said that she was a racing ship, 
roughly built and working as close to the 
point of structural failure that the builders 
could get away with. 

Many of the valuable and more fragile 
items that have survived the fire in May are 
in storage in Greenwich in a stable environ¬ 
ment. Conservation work at Chatham 
Dockyard involves among other things, the 
masts, rigging, deckhouses and hull planking, 
all quite able to lead an outdoor life. 

Mr Bell said these are parts made to 
endure hostile environments, so a damp 
English summer holds little threat. He added 
that from the deck upwards the Cutty Sark 
could go sailing tomorrow. 

But the overall aim of the project is conser¬ 
vation, not restoration. Because 97 per cent of 
the original hull remains, unlike those of 


other famous historic ships such as HMS 
Victory in Portsmouth where only two per 
cent of the old warhorse is original, the 
emphasis is to conserve for future genera¬ 
tions. 

The idea that she could ever sail again is 
not in the equation. Although a distant possi¬ 
bility, the work needed to achieve modem 
safety standards would destroy far too much 
of the original fabric. 

It would also result in only a privileged few 
being able to enjoy her unique atmosphere, so 
conservation is the primary objective which 
will allow access to as many people as possi¬ 
ble in the coming years. 

Before leaving the site, I walk alone around 
the items laid out on the ancient dockyard 
ground; the windlass and anchor, wire rig¬ 
ging, huge blocks, piles of teak planking, her 
masts and spars, all of it waiting for tender, 
loving care from the conservation team. 

It suddenly seems quite correct for it to be 
in the open and without mstic theme park 
frills. This is how the Cutty Sark was origi¬ 
nally constmcted: in a rough dockyard by 
hardy and skilled men. This is how a working 
shipyard would have looked, not a museum of 
brown-coated technicians, but a gritty and 
physical environment. 

If the builders from 140 years ago could 
visit, they would feel quite at home in 
Chatham Dockyard. They would know that 
their beautiful and proud Cutty Sark is in 
safe hands and getting ready for her next 
great adventure.

Facebook ban protest 
by hospital employees 


STAFF at Medway NHS Trust have been 
banned from accessing the social networking 
internet site Facebook. 

Bosses said they restricted the website in 
order to “optimise efficiency” among employ¬ 
ees. 

But staff this week hit back by setting up a 
Facebook site to protest against the ban. 

The trust - which runs Medway Maritime 
Hospital - employs 3,500 people. 

Andy Horne, the trust’s chief executive, 
said: “Recently a decision was taken by the 
IT and operations department to add a num¬ 
ber of sites, including Facebook, to the 
restricted list. 

“This is part of work ongoing within the 
trust to monitor internet usage and optimise 
efficiency. 

“While the trust has no objection to staff 


accessing the internet for personal reasons 
during breaks, we reserve the right to limit 
access in any way we deem necessary and 
maintain a strict policy of correct and accept¬ 
able internet usage.” 

The Facebook site has been the subject of 
much recent controversy with a number of 
prominent organisations, including Kent 
County Council, banning staff from access¬ 
ing it at work. 

The Trade Unions Congress condemned 
the move last week as an “over-reaction”, 
saying staff should be trusted more. 

But Medway Council has gone against the 
trend and has no plans to introduce such a 
ban. 

Staff are allowed to log on to check person¬ 
al mail so long as it is done during breaks or 
after work.

Key regeneration 
site hit by ‘glitch’

MEDWAY’S £5 billion regenera¬ 
tion programme for the next 20 
years has suffered a setback after 
a government inspector said part 
of the plan was “unsound”. 

The inspector was unhappy with proposals 
to build up to 5,000 homes on former MoD 
land at Chattenden, saying the area was bet¬ 
ter suited as a location for businesses. 

Medway Council said it would now have to 
resubmit its plans and hold a further inquiry, 
causing delays and increasing the cost 
involved. 

Cllr Rodney Chambers, leader of the coun¬ 
cil, reacted by saying he would not release 
more land for development. 

He said: “We will not release any more 
greenfield land over and above what we have 
already identified and extensively consulted 
on. 

‘We are not prepared to let the people of 
Medway down by releasing further land and 
will keep our promise that we will never 
develop Capstone Valley. 

‘We will seek to speedily bring this to a con¬ 
clusion by resubmitting our plans at the ear¬ 
liest date possible.” 

A statement put out by Medway Council on 


Thursday said the inspector appointed to 
examine its new planning framework had 
“halted” the process. 

The framework sets Medway’s planning 
policies until 2021. 

But John Ryall, public relations manager 
for Medway Renaissance - the Medway 
Council body charged with building 16,000 
homes and creating 20,000 jobs in the area

over the next 20 years - said the statement 
had given far too gloomy an assessment of 
the inspector’s report. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “You could run 
away with the impression this has halted or 
paralysed Medway Council’s regeneration 
programme. That’s simply not the case.” 

Brian Weddell, head of Medway 
Renaissance, insisted that the inspector’s 
decision was not a setback, even though he 


said it had come as a shock. 

“It was a bit of a surprise, especially at the 
last minute.” 

However, he said it had no bearing on other 
regeneration work being carried out. 

“It’s more of a glitch than a long-term prob¬ 
lem,” said Mr Weddell. “It’s not a case of ‘oh 
God, it’s the end of the world’.” 

But he admitted that if the report was 
allowed to stand, it could ultimately mean 
fewer houses were built in Medway. 

Work was not due to start on the 
Chattenden development for at least a year. 

As well as thousands of homes, shops, busi¬ 
nesses and infrastructure such as schools and 
doctors’ surgeries would be built on the site. 

Chatham, Gillingham, Strood and 
Rochester are all receiving a face-lift under 
Medway’s £5bn regeneration plans. 

Ben Stoneman, of the Government’s 
Thames Gateway Delivery Unit, said: 
“Medway’s role in contributing to the Thames 
Gateway programme will continue to 
progress, regardless of this decision. 

“Many of these key developments are 
already taking shape, such as those at 
Chatham Maritime and at Rochester 
Riverside.” 

Work on Rochester Riverside is due to begin 
in the New Year.

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COVERED only by supermarket 
carrier bags with holes cut out 
for his arms and legs, a six-year- 
old boy is rescued from his des¬ 
perately impoverished home by 
social services. 

David (not his real name) was taken to a 
charity in Kent where staff said the first 
thing he did was run to a bin to see if there 
were any food scraps among the rubbish. 

The youngster would eat so much at 
mealtimes that it made him sick - but 
where David came from he never knew if, or 
when, his next meal would turn up. 

Constant beatings meant he did not feel 
pain, so when he got a toothache he put up 
with it for weeks never saying a word. 

His carers only discovered the infection 
when they became increasingly worried 
about his irritability and listlessness and 
took him to the dentist. 

The emotionally injured and ill-treated 
child would never wear a coat or gloves 
even in the most bitterly cold weather - 
running into the garden wearing only 
shorts and a shirt. This is all you need if 
you’ve been cold all your life. 

The Caldecott Foundation provides a 
home, care and education for some of the 
most severely abused and neglected chil¬ 
dren, like David, in the country. 

Based in Smeeth near Ashford, it is cur¬ 
rently home to around 50 children and 
young people aged between five and 16 who 
have suffered the most horrific and 
unimaginable starts in life. 

Communicate 

Until now, not many people have expected 
these children to perform well at school, for 
understandable reasons, however a new 
head of education has set out ambitious plans 
to give them not just a future but a success¬ 
ful future. 

Sharon McDermott said this school year 
she wants every child to gain one or two 
GCSEs, something never achieved before. 

Ms McDermott is able to communicate 
with the children on their level and without 
revealing details, she said: “My background 
is not dissimilar to these kids. 

“But a teacher once told me if I wanted to 
be miserable I could or I could get off my 
backside and do something. And eventually 
I did.” 

Ms McDermott, who lives in Sheerness 
with her 15-year-old son, left the north of 
England to study educational psychology 
and philosophy at the University of Kent in 
Canterbury before doing a teacher training 
course at Christ Church University. 

She spent 13 years with the Integrated 
Services Programme, which provides school¬ 
ing for fostered children, many of whom had 
similar educational and behavioural chal¬ 
lenges as Caldecott pupils. All her students 
left with GCSEs and all went onto college. 

Explaining her teaching philosophy, she 
said: “All of these students are still here and 
are still surviving. This gives them an edge 
- if they can survive that we can push them 
in the right direction and they can achieve 
anything. They can prove everybody wrong. 

“I believe in empowering the children and 
young people to take advantage of what is 
available to them, to have good, strong opin¬ 
ions and be able to voice them.” 

The charity’s work is geared toward get¬ 
ting the children back into mainstream 
schools and living either with foster parents 
or, if they are older, in the charity’s halfway 
houses in Ashford as soon as they are able. 

But after the one-to-one teaching and 
around the clock support and care offered 
at Caldecott, in comforting surroundings 
that have benefited from a huge refurbish¬ 
ment after a £8million fundraising drive, 
how do the children cope with the environ¬ 
ment of a huge comprehensive school? 

The pupils are moved through a specially 
adapted education system beginning in a 
‘nurture’ stage where they are given sup¬ 
port to build self-esteem and confidence in a 
classroom divided into areas including a 
homely corner with cushions and a kitchen. 

They pass through three other stages

eventually reaching ‘secondary level which 
is formally timetabled with subjects taught 
in different classrooms. 

Ms McDermott said: “It is so they are in a 
position to cope with bigger groups, a more 
demanding curriculum and with transi¬ 
tions; empowering the children to under¬ 
stand their triggers, what worries them 
and how to ask for support. 

“Once the students can identify their trig¬ 
gers they can take responsibility for feel¬ 
ings and emotions so they manage them.” 

She has big plans for the school and wants 
to open a special unit for young people who 
still need support after leaving the school. 

“With the 16 to 19-year-olds curriculum, I 
think there is potential for students who 
cannot manage college. 

“Most provision for children with emotion¬ 
al, social and behavioural difficulties does not 
provide that. With further education geared 
to working with children with special needs I 
think sometimes the smaller environment 
works. I am going to push for that,” she said.

the barons who drafted the Magna Carta. 

On Tuesday, the archivists were 
announced the winners of the British 
Library competition in London to uncover 
national treasures that are hidden in the 
country’s libraries and archives. 

The two distinct books are owned by 
Rochester Cathedral and kept in the 
Medway Archives and Local Studies Centre 
in the Civic Centre, Strood. 

The first part contains one of the most 
important of all surviving collections of 
Anglo-Saxon laws, from the conversion of 
Ring Aethelberht of Kent to the coronation 
charter of King Henry I of 1100. 

The second part is the oldest and most 
precious of the cathedral registers. It can 
best be described as a memorandum book, 
created for ease of reference and security, 
and compiled in part from individual or sin¬ 
gle sheet original documents. 

Medway beat off stiff competition from 82 
entries, having dazzled the judges with the 
historic 235-page volume of work. 

The prize means Medway Archives and 
Local Studies Centre will be able to digitise 
this important piece of work with page¬ 
turning software.

LUCIANO Pavarotti was larger 
than life in more ways than one. 

The opera singer, who died at the age of 71 
on Thursday, left a memorable impression on 
all that he met. 

The Italian tenor played two concerts at 
Leeds Castle and staff this week recalled the 
great man. 

For his second performance at the castle on 
July 17, 2004, he slept in a 17th century 
Spanish four-poster bed, which was 
strengthened to take his huge frame. 

A shower had been installed especially for 
him for his previous concert on August 29, 
1993. 

On both visits, he reserved the room next 
door complete with a double fridge and run¬ 
ning buffet for a card game that went on late 
into the night. 

Lianne Streek, marketing executive for 
Leeds Castle, had just started work at the 
castle when the first concert took place. 

“It was the first major celebrity concert 
held at Leeds Castle at the very start of a 
golden age of open-air concerts,” she said. 

The castle had an Italian chef at the time, 
who hit it off with Pavarotti from the outset. 




“Although the opera singer brought his 
own dietician, he was more than happy to 
enjoy the Italian specialities our chef pre¬ 
pared for him,” she added. 

“After the concert, he spent the evening in 
castle, dining with his entourage and playing 
cards with four Italian childhood friends who 
accompanied the opera singer on all his tours.” 

Simeon Rosset worked as Pavarotti’s per¬ 
sonal butler during his second stay. 

He said: “Even though he was such a 
superstar I was touched by his warmth and 
generosity. 

“As I couldn’t get down to the concert site, 
he invited me out to his Hamburg concert 
with a friend. We enjoyed front row seats - 
reserved for family and friends - and tickets 
to the VIP after party where we sat on the 
top table with Pavarotti himself. It was the 
best tip I’ve ever had!”

rible injustice leads to horrific acts of ter¬ 
rorism - are as vital today as they were 
in biblical times.” 

RADA-trained actor Daniel Percival is 
Moses, who leads a guerrilla war to liber¬ 
ate the inhabitants of Dreamland, a 
shanty town built on the site of an old 
funfair. 

The 27-year-old spoke to Kent on 
Sunday from Venice and told how he got 
involved in the unusual project. 

He said: “I was about 10 minutes out of 
drama school when I came to meet Penny 
at the Artangel [the production company] 
offices and we started off with reading 
the script and discussing it.” 

He added: “It’s not often you get asked 
to play Moses.” 

The actor, whose previous work 
includes the ITV drama Vital Signs, said 
having an Israeli mother meant politics, 
particularly those of the Middle East, had 
been part of dinner table discussions 
since he could remember. 

He was eager to embrace the left-lean¬ 
ing subject matter and strong social con¬ 
science associated with Woolcock’s work, 
including her films documenting life on 
Britain’s toughest housing estates. 

“We started thinking about what 
makes Moses a leader? How does that 
affect a person who starts off peaceful 
with the argument of no guns and no vio¬ 
lence but literally by the end it is any 
means necessary?” he said of his charac¬ 
ter’s inner struggles. 

Talking animatedly about his time in 
Margate, he said: “It is a very difficult 
place, I have never been to an environ¬ 
ment like that with such awful drug 
problems - you see it everywhere. There 
are so many tensions because of the 
immigration centre and a lot of these ten¬ 
sions are reflected in the film. 

“I’m never going to experience a set like 
that again and deal with issues like 
those. People were having arguments, 


using racial slurs, but we were working 
together and became a really strong com¬ 
munity.” 

He said filming brought together pro¬ 
fessionals and non-actors into a tight- 
knit group, and the loss of a popular cast 
member to a drug overdose affected them 
all. 

“He had a terrible drug problem and 
died two months ago - it was weird 
watching the film. He was on set every¬ 
day, people loved him and he would just 
come to help out,” he said. 

Dreamer 

Anthony Johnson, a singer who lives in 
Ramsgate, played Aaron, Moses’ brother, 
in the film. 

Asked how Thanet’s social problems 
were explored in the film, he said: “It 
highlights a lot of things, like the preju¬ 
dices people feel. The Pharaoh doesn’t 
like anyone. 

“Because there are a lot of people 
migrating and moving to Kent it high¬ 
lights a lot of the truths in real life.” 

Speaking about his character, he said: 
“Aaron is a bit like one of the lads, he’s 
very high up in the food chain in the ghet¬ 
to. I believe he is the bridge between 
Moses and the Dreamers. I think he is as 
much of a saviour as Moses.” 

The 22-year-old was spotted by one of 
the film’s scouts while making his exper¬ 
imental mix of drum and bass, grime and 
hip hop in a Ramsgate music studio. 

He added: “I cannot wait for my next job 
I am really excited. I just did a photo 
shoot and one of the guys said I’ve got a 
brilliant face.” 

The film has been entered in the festi¬ 
val’s Orizzonti section, which aimed to 
provide an overview of trends in cinema, 
in particular the merging of fiction and 
documentary. 

The film will be shown in the UK as 
part of the London Film Festival on 
October 19 and can be seen on Channel 4, 
which funded the project, in late autumn.

Zep reform 
for new g igs 


LED Zeppelin are sensationally 
reforming and playing a come¬ 
back concert in London this 
autumn. 

The heavy metal pioneers, who include 
Kent-born musician John Paul Jones, broke 
up nearly 30 years ago. 

But speculation is rife that they are about 
to announce a new live appearance to coin¬ 
cide with the release of a 24-track greatest 
hits album, Mothership, on November 11. 

Sources said that the rockers, best known 
for songs like Whole Lotta Love, Bring It 
On Home, Kashmir and Stairway To 
Heaven, are in talks to perform at the 02 
arena in Greenwich. 

However, fans have been warned not to buy 
tickets that are currently being advertised for 
the gig - as it has not yet been confirmed. 

Rock promoter Harvey Goldsmith said he 
is worried people could be “fleeced” - but 
did not deny the concert was happening. 

In a statement, the rock promoter said: 
“There have been at least four events 
advertised, which I suspect either don’t 
exist or where no tickets are on sale or 
indeed dates finalised.” 

He added that he had reported the ticket 
agency, Premier Entertainments, to the 
Department for Culture, Media and Sport.

The agency said it was not accepting 
bookings for the concert until details were 
announced, but merely taking details of 
interested customers. 

Premier Entertainments is also selling 
tickets for shows by the Spice Girls, Cream 
and Bruce Springsteen.

Mr Goldsmith added: “There are no pack¬ 
ages or tickets for some of the events adver¬ 
tised at all, nor do some of the events even 
exist.

After Bonham’s death, the three briefly 
reunited at the Live Aid concert in 
Philadelphia in 1985 for a set featuring drum¬ 
mers Tony Thompson and Phil Collins. 

However, they banned footage from the per¬ 
formance from ever being released because 
they said it was not up to their usual stan¬ 
dards. 

They also got together to perform at Atlantic 
Records’ 40th birthday celebrations in 1988. 

John Paul Jones, who formally studied music 
at boarding school in Kent, played the bass, 
keyboard and mandolin for Led Zeppelin. 

After the break-up of the band, he has had a 
successful career as a solo musician and pro¬ 
ducer.

Auction for Palmer 


may fetch £30,000

A WATERCOLOUR by 
Samuel Palmer showing 
the Kent countryside is 
expected to be sold for up to 
£30,000 at auction. 

Palmer (1805-1881), a follower of 
William Blake, was one of the lead¬ 
ing lights of the golden age of 
British landscape painting. 

The watercolour was painted 
while the artist was living in 
Shoreham, in west Kent. 

Palmer lived in the Shoreham 
area from 1826-1835, buying a run¬ 
down cottage apparently nicknamed 
Rat Abbey. During that time he set 
about producing some of the finest 
watercolours in British history. 

The painting, to be sold by 
Bonhams on September 18, is a 
study for The Bright Cloud, a large

oil and tempera work on a 
mahogany panel, which hangs in 
the City of Manchester Art 
Galleries. 

The richly intimate depiction of 
the Kent countryside was painted in 
1832-3 and is typical of his style at 
this time. 

Marry 

In 1828, Palmer moved into 
Waterhouse, a Queen Anne man¬ 
sion by the River Darent, where he 
lived for the rest of his time in 
Shoreham. It was here that Palmer 
met and fell in love with the 14- 
year-old Hannah Linnell, who he 
would go on to marry and from 


whom this painting originally 
descends. 

A vast amount of Palmer’s 
Shoreham work was lost in 1909 
when his son Herbert Palmer decid¬ 
ed to burn it. The destruction was 
supposed to have lasted for days 
and included original works, as well 
as sketchbooks. 

The artist’s achievements were 
rediscovered when the Victoria and 
Albert Museum curated an exhibi¬ 
tion of his work in 1926 entitled 
Drawings, Etchings and Woodcuts 
made by Samuel Palmer and other 
Disciples of William Blake. 

Records show that this particular 
painting formed part of that exhibi¬ 
tion.

THE TRAIN NOW ARRIVING: Eurostar set a record journey time from Paris to London 



BRITAIN has finally unveiled its 
high-speed domestic rail service - 
more than a decade after the 
French. 

Eurostar, the high-speed train operator 
that links the UK with the Continent, ran its 
inaugural train over Britain’s new 186mph 
line on Tuesday, arriving at St Pancras 
International, its new London terminal. 

The French service was launched in 1994, 
ready for the opening of the Channel Tunnel. 

Eurostar said the train from Gare du Nord 
station in Paris set a new record journey time, 
covering the 306 mile distance to St Pancras 
International in two hours and three minutes. 

During its journey, the train travelled at

speeds of up to 200mph. 

The UK’s first high-speed line runs for 68 
miles from the Channel Tunnel near 
Folkestone to St Pancras International in 
central London. 

It passes through Ashford International 
and Eurostar’s new station at Ebbsfleet 
International in Kent, before crossing under 
the River Thames and approaching the capi¬ 
tal in tunnels under East London. 

Richard Brown, chief executive of Eurostar, 
said: “Eurostar has proved that our 186 mph 
trains are by far the quickest way of travelling

Eurostar’s decision to cut services from 
Ashford has attracted widespread condemna¬ 
tion, from thousands of members of the pub¬ 
lic, county councils and cross-party MPs. 

A listener to Radio 4’s Today programme 
said that the residents of Kent had suffered 
the most during the building of the cross- 
Channel rail tracks and yet were losing out 
because of the axing of many of Ashford’s 
services to Europe.

AN MEP who represents Kent has 
launched a campaign against the use of 
child soldiers, writes Peter Boyes. 

Liberal Democrat Sharon Bowles has signed the 
European Parliament’s first ever written declaration 
on the subject. 

The UN estimates that more than 250,000 children 
were actively involved in armed conflict across the 
world last year. 

Ms Bowles said: “This cannot be allowed to continue. 
These children are totally stripped of any childhood, 
are subject to extreme cruelty and the brutalities of 
war. 

“Some are as young as nine years old and are often 
placed on the front line of battle. In some cases they are 
forcibly abducted, or induced to fight by violent means 
by armed government forces. 

Bolder 

“International pressure is needed to make sure that 
the use of child soldiers is eliminated once and for all.” 

If her campaign succeeds, the European Parliament 
would in future be able to put pressure on national 
governments and international organisations like the 
UN to take bolder steps to eliminate the 
use of children in war. 

International law exists but is not 
always adhered to. The United Nations 
Convention on the Rights of the Child 
(1989) stated: “State parties shall take 
all feasible measures that persons who 
have not attained the age of 15 years do 
not take a direct part in hostilities.” 

In 2007, child soldiers are most widely 
used in Africa, in countries including the 
Democratic Republic of Congo, Rwanda, 
Somalia and Sudan. The rebel war in 
Sierra Leone - one of Africa’s worst - 
was characterised by the use of child 
combatants. 

They have also been used in 
Afghanistan, Burma, India, Indonesia 
and Laos and, closer to home, in the 
Balkans and Chechnya. 

Evidence exists of children being 
drugged and forced to take part in 
killings - sometimes of their own par¬ 
ents. They become desensitised and look 
to army leaders as surrogate parents. 

A disturbing new trend has seen the 
increasing use of girls as soldiers. They 
are also subject to sexual exploitation. 

Post conflict, children who were sol¬ 
diers often experience lasting psycholog¬ 
ical trauma and social exclusion as well 
as physical damage. 

Ms Bowles’ written declaration runs 
until December 3 and requires 393 sig¬ 
natures to be adopted. 

The campaign is being supported by 
the charities War Child and Coalition to 
Stop the Use of Child Soldiers.

A celebration of 
Jewish heritage 

THE Kent home of the first Jewish Lord 
Mayor of London opens to the public today 

A Heritage Open Day will be held at 
Canterbury Christ Church University’s 
Salomons Campus in Tunbridge Wells. 

Visitors will have free access to the estate and 
will be able to tour the Victorian house that 
belonged to three generations of the family 

The house was the first in England to use 
electricity for general domestic purposes and 
to have purpose built car garages. 

Sir David Salomons was the first Jew to 
speak in the House of Commons and was an 
equal rights campaigner for people of all faiths. 
He became mayor in 1855. 

His nephew, Sir David Lionel Salomons, who 
also lived in the house, was a keen scientist, 
engineer and pioneer of road transport. 

Vera Salomons, his last surviving child, left 
the estate to Kent County Council in 1936 for 
it to be used as a public institution. 

Now part of the university, it is divided into 
a number of faculties and departments. 

The house will be open from 10am to 4pm. 

Tackling alcoholism 

A SUMMER school at the University of Kent 
is being run for professionals who work with 
alcoholics. 

Key topics include UK alcohol policy and 
drinking patterns, measuring treatment 
outcomes, alcohol and mental health, self-help 
approaches, understanding behaviour change, 
ambivalence, how to engage clients, and 
psychosocial and family based interventions. 

The school runs from Monday until Friday 
and will be attended by alcohol and drug spe¬ 
cialists, criminal justice and housing workers, 
and health and social care professionals.

Internet group is making 
plans for major expansion

AN EXPANDING internet com¬ 
pany that provides the latest 
information on going out in 
London has revealed the secret 
of its success - being based in 
Kent. 

View London, a website providing news 
and listings for cinemas, pubs, bars, clubs 
and restaurants in the capital, has grown 
from a team of only three people to 20 in the 
past six years. 

The company, which has a £1.5m 
turnover, now plans to expand its service to 
cover other cities. 

The owners, 2View Group, will launch 
websites for all the major cultural hubs in 
the UK, from their base in Ashford, mean¬ 
ing the company is currently looking to 
employ at least 30 more people. 

The London website has 1.5 million 
unique users per month and this year made 
a profit for the first time since its creation. 

Managing director and co-founder Josh 
De Haan told KOS Media why he thinks 
the county is the best base for new busi¬ 
nesses. 

Profit 

He said: “I am 100 per cent sure that our 
profit was because of location, more than 
most other things, and a great team. 

“Being based in Kent offers us as a busi¬ 
ness more space to rent so we can fill more 
desks. It is exciting for this part of Kent 
because we are looking to double or triple 
our employees. We should really be based in 
London and we are not.” 

However, he added: “One drawback is the 
‘brain drain’ - if you are going to be an 
online marketing expert it is better to be in 
London. But we hope that one day more 
and more people will come back.” 

Mr De Haan said it was cheaper and 
more effective to run the business from 
Ashford. 

“We love being based where we are. On a 
personal level, I get to live in the country¬ 
side and it takes me 10 minutes to get to 
work. I can be by the sea in 10 minutes and 
in London in an hour. The high speed rail 
link will make it even easier,” he said. 

The company’s growing success has 
proved its critics wrong, said Mr De Haan, 
whose father Roger is the former owner of 
Saga. 

“A lot of people were saying you cannot do 
what you are doing but what we have done 
so far has proved that you do not have to be 
in the product city,” he added. 

‘With Kent it has been a combination of 
things - more skilled workers are moving 
back because housing is more affordable 
down here and the quality of life is much 
better down here.” 

He said Brighton and then Manchester 
would soon get View sites. 

Brighton was chosen first because of its

size; there are 12,000 venues listed on the 
London website and only 450 for the East 
Sussex town. 

Mr De Haan said: “It has been very diffi¬ 
cult trying to come up with a list. We decid¬ 
ed Brighton then Manchester as it is the 
biggest cultural hub outside London and 
then we will pick up every city by popula¬ 
tion. 

Competition 

“To get London to work has taken a year 
or two more than we expected. When we 
started it was a funny time with the dot 
com bomb about four years ago.” 

He said the Time Out and This is London, 
the Evening Standard’s online offering, 
websites are the company’s main competi¬ 
tion. 

But he revealed View London has bigger 
user numbers than This is London and 
believed as an independent website it was 
in a unique position for continued success. 

The new Brighton website will be online 
by the end of the year and other sites will 
be unveiled in early 2008. 
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Leaflets ‘inciting racial 
hatred’ against gypsies 


‘RACIST’ leaflets objecting to a new gypsy 
encampment are being investigated by Kent 
Police. 

The leaflets were distributed in Swanley and 
relate to a planning application to change the 
use of land to allow two mobile homes and two 
touring caravans to be put on the site in Swan 
Lane. 

Police said the planning application was 
made by a Hextable resident who is a member 
of the gypsy traveller community. 

According to police, the leaflets, which started 
appearing around April, urge people to object to 
the planning application “in a way that can be 


perceived as encouraging racial hatred”. 

Inspector Dominic Kilbride said a complaint 
had been made about their content. 

He added: “The content of the leaflets is 
unacceptable because they are linking crimi¬ 
nality and disorder to an identifiable group of 
people, therefore they are prejudicial and this 
is no basis for an appeal against a planning 
application. Gypsies have been defined as a 
racial group by the Race Relations Act 1976 
and these leaflets are, in my view, inciting 
racial hatred, this is supported by the way 
they are distributed in an anonymous and 
underhand way.” 


Boys found guilty 
of killing father 


FIVE boys were found guilty of 
killing a father-of-two who had 
a heart attack after they pelted 
him with sticks and stones. 

Ernest Norton, 67, had been 
playing cricket with his 
teenage son in Erith in 
February 2006 when he was 
attacked, the Old Bailey heard. 

As many as 20 youths shout¬ 
ed abuse before throwing mis¬ 
siles at Mr Norton outside 
Erith Leisure Centre. 

Mr Norton’s 17-year-old son 


James told the court: “We were 
just keeping ourselves to our¬ 
selves. It just seemed they 
wanted to pick on someone.” 

The boys, now aged between 
12 and 14, were found guilty at 
the Old Bailey of manslaugh¬ 
ter and violent disorder. They 
will be sentenced on October 
19. 

David Fisher QC, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the jury: “This was a 
completely unnecessary, point¬ 
less and random attack.”

An emergency control room operator 
helped a young mother trapped in the 
building - who made the 999 call - to stay 
calm. She and her two-year-old daughter 
were among those rescued. The cause of 
the fire is being investigated by police.

Food for thought

ACCLAIMED chef Michael 
Caines’ Canterbury restau¬ 
rant has celebrated its first 
anniversary following a 
year of “teething problems” 
and a slating from an 
award-winning critic. 

A boutique hotel, champagne bar, 
traditional tavern and a restaurant 
make up ABode, which is one of a 
chain run by the top chef with busi¬ 
nessman Andrew Brownsword. 

Mr Caines invited KOS Media to 
a birthday lunch and talked about 
industry trends, sourcing local pro¬ 
duce and plans for expansion. 

The grade two-listed building was 
given a £5million refit before it was 
opened. 

Sophisticated 

Mr Caines said: “It had character 
but at the same time we wanted to 
bring a modem and sophisticated 
look - to give a timeless look and feel. 

“It has been a first year full of 
challenges and we have worked 
hard. But coming to Canterbury 
was the right decision, it is a great 
market and there is so much poten¬ 
tial to be developed.”

shoddy over-priced little business” 
that placed style over substance. 

Mr Caines said: “The main problem 
was staffing. It is a new market and 
very high end. But we have the right 
level of skill now and it is about train¬ 
ing and development - we now have 
a better base to build on.” 

Working to find ways to be more 
environmentally friendly, cutting 
down on food miles and reducing the 
restaurant’s carbon footprint were 
good ways to entice customers, he said. 

The restaurant uses locally pro¬ 
duced food where possible and chefs 
looked to cut down on wastage as 
much as possible. 

Executive chef Mark Rossi served 
a main course of Kent pork fea¬ 
turing home made black pud¬ 
ding, pig’s belly and cheek at 
the lunch on Wednesday.

Mr Caines wants to roll out his 
brand to between 10 and 15 more 
ABode hotels around the country to 
add to the existing three, with 
Chester and Manchester venues 
due to open next year. 

‘We don’t have the same menus, 
the executive chefs use their own 
creative talents, which I want to 
nurture and develop,” he said. 

The chefs take Caines’ signature 
dishes and interpret them in their 
own way, he said. 

He added: “It is a business first 
and foremost and it is about bums 
on seats. We are trying to fit the 
right concept into the local market.”

Remembering the 
great storm of ‘87 

MEMORIES of the Great Storm will be 
rekindled next month - 20 years after it bat¬ 
tered the region. 

National Trust properties including 
Chartwell suffered from the high winds of the 
night of October 15-16,1987. 

Fortunately much of the garden of Sir 
Winston Churchill’s former home was shel¬ 
tered during the storm, thanks to its position 
in a valley, but the surrounding woodlands 
were badly damaged. 

Former head gardener Jon Simons was at 
Chartwell when the storm hit. 

He said: “Because the staff accommodation 
is sheltered we didn’t realise what was hap¬ 
pening until dawn on Friday. 

“Then we saw benches floating in the lake 
and that the orchard had been flattened.” 

It took two-and-a-half years to remedy the 
effects of the storm at Chartwell. Even now 
looking at the hills visitors can see how much of 
the woodland was lost, with the few trees that 
pre-date 1987 rising randomly above the others.

SureStart 
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EU row goes on 

FOR what seems like the first time in ages, 
a clear divide is opening between Labour 
and the Conservatives over a political issue. 

That is, the EU reform treaty and whether 
or not there should be a referendum. 

Gordon Brown has suggested there is no 
need for a public vote, as the treaty won’t step 
over Britain’s “red lines”. 

Loyal Labour Members of Parliament in 
Kent back his position in a poll by this 
newspaper. 

But Tories say the treaty is almost 
identical to the controversial EU 
constitution that was thrown out two years 
ago. They fear it will cede more power to the 
European Parliament. 

So we have an issue that has divided the 
two main political parties. 

Opinion polls published by newspapers - 
albeit right-wing ones - state the public 
wants a referendum and the majority 
would say no to the treaty. 

Some Labour MPs, though none in this 
county apparently, are now joining calls for 
a ballot. The pressure is growing. We will be 
watching closely.

Save the children of war

IT SEEMS hard to 
imagine a child as young 
as nine or 10-years-old 
being asked to pick up a 
lethal weapon and to use 
it, perhaps even against 
members of his or her 
own family. 

Yet that is the daily reality for 
thousands of children who have 
become caught up in some of 
the world’s most intractable 
conflicts, in some of the world’s 
poorest countries. 

This week in the European 
Parliament I lent my support to 
the growing campaign to abolish 
the use of child soldiers in 
conflict across the globe. 

Abhorrent 


This is a practice which is 
abhorrent by any standard, 
and what is more can 
never be justified from a 
military perspective. 

International charity 
War Child works to 
help children affected by 
war, and estimates there 
are currently as many as 
300,000 child soldiers 
involved in conflicts 
across the globe. 

One in every 10 soldiers 
involved in wars today is 
therefore a child. 

These young people have 
borne witness to, or 
participated in, some of the 
most unspeakable atrocities. 
Such experiences are known 


the fight to stop the voung 
being forced to bear arms 


to cause lasting psychological 
trauma to even the most hardened 


adult soldier. For children, the 
effects can be shattering, and are 
often permanent. 

The written declaration 
against the use of child soldiers 
that I launched this week in 
the European Parliament is 
intended to raise awareness of, 
and help mobilise the efforts of 
the international community 
against this horrific practice, so 
children are never again forced 
to fight and die in war. 

As your local MEP, I receive a 
large amount of correspondence 
about human rights. Much of the 
recent correspondence on this 
topic has focused on slavery and, 
in particular, the bicentenary of 
Britain’s abolition of the 
transatlantic slave trade. 

As we rightly mark this 
important event in our 
history, it is important to 
remember that human 
slavery still exists in 
various forms through¬ 
out the world, 
with millions of 
people trafficked 
or forced into bonded labour. 

The use of children as 
soldiers by governments or 
warlords is a particularly cruel 



form of modern slavery. 

Children are children, no 
matter where they live in the 
world. Every child should be 
entitled to grow up, develop and 
learn in a safe environment. It is 
a premise that has long been 
taken for granted in this country, 
as well as others. 

However, there remain places 
like the Democratic Republic of 
Congo, or Somalia, or Sudan, 
where the rights of the child are 
not universally recognised and 
where it is deemed acceptable to 
regard children as a plentiful and 
expendable resource. 

Organisations like War Child 
and the Coalition to Stop the Use 
of Child Soldiers are doing crucial 
work to secure the freedom of 
child soldiers, as well as to assist 
with their rehabilitation into the 
societies from which they have 
been taken. 

These children are innocent 
victims and we need to speak up 
on their behalf.

Hackney had 11,981 crimes 
reported from April to June this 
year, compared to 4,202 for the 
entire borough of Swale for the 
same period. 

Another comment was that young 
people had set off shotguns. This is 
inaccurate. Officers attended a 
report from a resident about 
firearms but found no evidence of 
this and after speaking to some 
local fisherman nearby discovered 
fireworks had been going off in 
Oare at the time. 

I felt the public meeting went 
well with a good debate on both 


sides. What was reported was quite 
different. How many public 
meetings do you know that end in a 
round of applause? 

I understand some residents do 
have genuine concerns about 
antisocial behaviour in the town 
and I’m committed to dealing with 
their concerns and making their 
lives better.

Landlords may 
cash in over 
empty threats 


GOVERNMENT plans to 
slash business rates 
exemptions for empty 
commercial and industrial 
premises could see 
landlords cashing in by 
selling their sites for 
residential development. 

At present, owners 
pay no rates at all on 
vacant industrial and 
warehouse buildings, 
while empty retail, office 
and other commercial 
properties bear 50 per 
cent of full rates. 
However, under new 
proposals this 
arrangement will be 
axed. In it is place will 
come a short period of 
rates relief, six months 
for industrial/warehouse 
and three for commercial, 
followed by all owners 
having to pay full rates. 

Empty buildings 
owned by charities and 
community sports clubs 
would be exempt from 
any charges. 

The idea behind the 
proposals, which look 
likely to be introduced 
next year, is to 
encourage more empty 
premises and brownfield 
sites to be bought back 
to use and RPC Land 
Director Graeme Dowd 
believes that landlords 
struggling to fill their 
premises could decide to 
cash in. 

He said: “As well as a 


literal waste of space, 
these buildings can often 
be run down and shabby 
in appearance. 

“If landlords are now 
faced with a rising rates 
bill they should consider 
the options and selling up 
for residential 
development is a very 
attractive one.” 

He added: “Landlords 
may not be aware of 
what their site is worth 
and it’s worth talking to a 
professional to see what 
is the best plan and mix 
of dwellings for a plot. 

‘With land that has 
potential for development 
at a premium, prices are 
running at a high level. 

“Commercial or 
industrial plots which 
may have been 
considered in the past as 
untouchable due to the 
remedial work needed to 
make them suitable for 
housing are now being 
considered as worthy 
investments due to the 
scarcity and high prices 
of land. One upshot of 
this could be to ease the 
pressure on greenbelt 
land by providing more 
brownfield sites for 
development. If this could 
be coupled with reforms 
to the speed of the 
planning system, real 
progress could be made 
to delivering increasing 
housing targets.”

Commercial premises are a top 
target for new homes developers 


COMMERCIAL premises - especially petrol 
stations or car dealers - located in residential 
areas, are increasingly becoming attractive tar¬ 
gets for developers with landowners potentially 
sitting on a gold mine. 

There is a growing trend for supermarkets, shops 
and car garages to move out of town centres or the tra¬ 
ditional village sites often relocating to business or re¬ 
tail parks, where access is easier and space available 
larger. 

Smaller independent petrol stations are also finding 
life increasingly hard and many are now considering 
selling their land for redevelopment. 

RPC Land and New Homes’ Managing Director 
Peter Randall said that in large towns across Kent 


such as Ashford, Canterbury and Tunbridge Wells, 
more and more commerical sites such as car dealer¬ 
ships were moving to their own out of town space. 

He said: “It’s a very attractive option for a car deal¬ 
ership to move a bespoke new area with better facili¬ 
ties, access and a larger space for parking and storing 
vehicles. 

Traditional 

“To be alongside other car dealerships is also good 
for business and we are seeing in towns across Kent, 
firms leaving the traditional sites to move to their own 
more adaptable space outside.” 

Mr Randall said other premises including petrol 
stations were also looking to relocate, adding: “We are 
noticing that the traditional village garage with petrol 
pumps and a workshop is finding it hard to compete 


with supermarkets which can buy fuel cheaply. 

Smaller garages are simply being squeezed out of the 
market. We are currently dealing with a number of 
such sites. Smaller car garages with franchises are also 
coming under pressure to move out of town to busi¬ 
ness or retail parks where there are other similar busi¬ 
nesses.

In the majority of cases residential val¬ 
ues are greater than the existing commercial use value. 

“These can be prime brownfield sites and in the 
main councils are willing to consider planning appli¬ 
cations for change of use to residential development.”

TWO big fanfares have sounded 
ahead of Peugeot launching its new 
Ford Focus challenging 308 hatch¬ 
back on September 20. 

First is confirmation that the newcomer has 
gained EuroNCAP’s coveted maximum five 
stars for occupant protection in a crash. 

Second is the unveiling of the 308 SW 
Prologue concept car - more than a glimpse of 
the estate car cum MPV version that will soon 
follow the hatch into production. 

‘SW is a formula first seen in the 308’s pred¬ 
ecessor, the 307 SW, and since extended to 
include other ‘lifestyle’ versions of Peugeot’s 
key models. The 308 version is expected to 
have a panoramic glass roof to enhance a feel¬ 
ing of space and visibility, particularly for 
those riding in the back. 

It will be spacious enough too for an optional 
third row of seats, echoing a feat achieved 
impressively by the 307 SW and maintaining a 
Peugeot tradition for estate cars for big families. 

In the meantime, dealers hope the main 
plank of the range, the new five-door hatch¬ 
back, can bring much-needed sales into a sec¬ 
tor where the 307 has been under intense 
pressure from newer and abler rivals. 

A three-door version arrives in December, 
but prices for the five-door start from £11,995 
and much attention has been paid to low emis¬ 
sions and fuel consumption - the car’s special¬ 
ly designed Michelin Energy Saver tyres can 
save a tonne of C02 over the life of the vehicle. 

Further down the road, Peugeot also plans to 
offer a diesel electric hybrid model to challenge 
the likes of the Toyota Prius and Honda Civic 
saloon. 

Notable standard equipment on all 308s at 
launch include: front, side and curtain airbags, 
electric front windows, a steering column 
adjustable for reach and rake, passenger and 
driver seat height adjustment, but there is no 
air con thrown in until you pay at least anoth¬ 
er £900 to get the ‘S’ spec level.

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Lexus IS survives 




COMEDIAN Steve Coogan’s odi¬ 
ous Alan Partridge alter-ego was 
one celebrity ‘endorsement’ that 
Lexus could have done without. 

The sort of thrusting, image-conscious young 
executive company car ‘user chooser’ targeted 
by the IS was the very opposite of Partridge, 
with his naff sheepskin coat and driving 
gloves. 

So, when his Lexus IS hit a car park bollard 
in the TV show Tm Alan Partridge’, this small 
bump could have been a major dent for 
Toyota’s upmarket image. 

But the Lexus rose above it and, despite the 
original car’s lack of a diesel option, went on to 
give BMW, Mercedes and Audi a fright in a 
crucial sector of the market - recruit people to 
your brand here and they should stay and 
trade up to bigger and more profitable models 
as they move up the ladder. 

For the second generation IS - launched in 
2005 - Lexus raised the stakes by adding a 
diesel and creating an even more harmonious 
and well-made design and there are reports of 
a fiery BMW M3-style sporting flagship to 
come. 


Instead of the gimmicky dashboard of the 
original, complete with its ‘Chronograph’ bin¬ 
nacle to house dials and gauges - an attempt 
to engage with the target customers’ penchant 
for designer watches - there is more class and 
order to the latest interior. 

The quality of the materials has also 
reached new heights and while there are four 
trim levels, the standard level of kit imposes 
yet more pressure on rivals. 

Prestige brands have vied with each other 
lately to offer the very best audio packages, so 
a 13-speaker sound system with in-dash six- 
disc CD changer comes as standard, but you 


can upgrade to an awesome Mark Levinson 
sound system that includes DVD and sur¬ 
round sound as well as sat nav and an excel¬ 
lent rear parking TV monitor - even bollard- 
busting Alan Partridge wouldn’t have messed 
up with that one. 

This package will set you back a further 
£2,710, but maybe that is not such a price to 
pay when you check out IS specifications and 
note the brand’s impressive reputation for 
build, reliability and low depreciation. 

Our test car was the IS220d Sport; a sensi¬ 
ble choice with its lively yet frugal 175bhp tur¬ 
bodiesel and an engaging drive thanks to the 


Sport’s chassis management system or VDIM 
as Lexus calls it - I won’t bore you what that 
stands for. 

In short, the car has high levels of grip and 
poise even on winding and poorly surfaced 
country roads. 

Lexus has really worked hard on this and 
while it does not quite shade the respected 
BMW 3-Series, it makes up with a more com¬ 
fortable ride and competes more directly with 
the all-new Mercedes C-Class. 

I was less impressed by the engine; it is 
decent enough, but does not threaten equiva¬ 
lents in the ubiquitous BMW 320d, Audi’s now

Big investment 
in Thai eatery

MORE than £100,000 has 
been spent on refurbishing 
a new Thai restaurant. 

The owners of Simply Thai at The 
Watermark in the village of Eynsford 
will be using locally sourced ingredi¬ 
ents where possible and have their 
own authentic Thai chef. 

Fusion 

New owners Chris Pritchard and 
Khalid Ahmed bought the restau¬ 
rant in a 600-year-old building in 
June with the intention of providing 
the best of Thai fusion and classic 
Thai cuisine. 

During a major refurbishment, it 
was closed for ten weeks while work¬ 
men carried out the large project, 
including putting the floor down 
twice to get it right. 

The fragile fabric of the old building 
proved hardest to overcome. The inte¬ 
rior was completely gutted to allow 
the fitting of new kitchens. 

Included in the budget was 
£20,000 on a new extraction system, 
and £10,000 on a new floor. 

Interior designer Celia James, 
from Tunbridge Wells, was brought 
in to infuse contemporary design 
with Eastern influence. 

Mr Pritchard said: ‘We’re so pleased 
with the final look of the restaurant; 
we wanted to generate excitement

from the combination of old and new, 
East and West, and we decided to take 
our time, and not to cut comers, in 
order to get it just right. 

“It’s been a long process to get 
where we wanted to be - the results 
make it all worthwhile - we’ve now 
got a chic restaurant in a wonderful 
location with a top-class chef and 
we’re doing something unique as far 
as the cuisine is concerned. 

“There are lots of Thai restaurants 
but we haven’t come across anyone 
who does what we do - local produce 
with an authentic Thai flavour. 

“If you go to any other Thai restau¬ 
rant you will not get what we provide. 
For example dishes like our North 
Downs rack of lamb in a Thai sauce 
provide European portions, local pro¬ 
duce and authentic Thai flavour. 

“My business partner and I were 
really keen to build very strong ties 
within the community - all our sup¬ 
pliers are Kent based.

Marketing material is printed by 
Cedar Press in Southborough, using 
vegetable-based ink on recycled and 
sustainable paper where possible. 

The restaurant opened its doors 
for the first time last week for invit¬ 
ed neighbours and locals followed by 
a launch on Wednesday and then for 
the public on Thursday.

paid annual leave. For the 
average employee working a 
five-day week this equates to 
20 days a year. But all this is 
due to change. 

As currently there is no statutory 
right to paid leave on bank or public 
holidays some employers incorporat¬ 
ed these holidays into the annual 
leave entitlement. This would leave 
the employee with only 12 days to 
take on the dates that they choose. 

Amendments to the Working Time 
Regulations will mean that this enti¬ 
tlement is soon to change. The cur¬ 
rent entitlement will be increased 
(using the average employee example 
to 28 days). This will take place in two 
stages. The first increase takes place 
on October 1 when the allowance 
increases to 4.8 weeks (from 20 to 24 
days for that average worker). 

The second stage increases the 
allowance to 5.6 weeks on April 12009 
(24 to 28 days for the average worker). 

Obviously those that do not work 
the standard week will have the 
allowances prorated down. Those 
who work a six-day week should be 
prorated up but as from October the 
statutory minimum for such employ¬ 
ees this will be capped at 28 days.

This does not preclude any employ¬ 
er from offering any more than the 
statutory minimum and those that 
already do will already comply with 
the new limits without any alter¬ 
ations or discussion being necessary. 

Those employers that include bank 
holidays in their annual entitlement 
will need to recalculate the holiday 
entitlement for their workforce in 
readiness for the two changes. 

To assist with the transition the 
government has stated that contrary 
to current provisions the additional 
element of the entitlement (four days 
initially) can be paid in lieu to 
employees who want to take the 


money rather than the holiday. 

This provision only lasts until the 
date of the second increase when 
employers need to ensure as a mat¬ 
ter of health and safety, employees 
take minimum holiday entitlement. 

The issues relating to whether 
those on long-term sick leave accrue 
holiday is waiting for clarification 
from the European Court of Justice. 
The decision so far at the Court of 
Appeal is they do not but employers 
should wait for the decision.

A TALENTED Kent teenager has 
become one of the first athletes in 
Britain to win financial backing 
for the 2012 London Olympics. 

Joe Durrant, 19, from Crockenhill, near 
Swanley, has secured a five-year sponsorship 
deal with a motivational speaking company, 
even though he is yet to represent Britain at 
his chosen event of the 800 metres. 

Such is CSA Celebrity Speakers’ faith in 
the former Dartford Grammar School stu¬ 
dent that they have agreed to underwrite his 
training costs up to the day of the 800m 
Olympic final in August 2012. 

Joe, the reigning Kent 800m champion, is 
ranked sixth in the class in Britain in the 
under-20 age group, but already has his eyes 
on the Nol spot. 

Improved 

He said: “I was not even the best in my class 
when I started running as a nine-year-old, but 
I’ve improved steadily. If I can continue to 
progress I will have a good chance of running for 
Britain, and from there anything can happen. 

“I just hope I can live up to my sponsor’s 
confidence in me. It would be a dream come 
true to run in the Olympics in 2012.1 will be 
24 by then, so the timing is just right in terms 
of the age when I am likely to be at my peak.” 

Durrant, who runs for Bexley-based 
Cambridge Harriers, lined up his sponsor¬ 
ship through his coach Ray Daniel, whose

brother is the CSA sales manager. 

The cash will enable him to undertake 
warm weather training in Lanzarote this 
winter as well as helping with kit purchases 
and general living expenses. 

“The Olympics are still a long way off and 
I’ve got a lot of work to do if I am going to get 
there,” said Durrant. 

“But having sponsorship in place is a huge 
weight off my mind and has given me a big 
sense of direction in where I want to be over 
the next couple of years.” 

His talent was spotted during an after¬ 
school athletics club, run by Daniel at 
Crockenhill Primary in the 1990s. 

The fireman from Swanley, said: “I knew 
Joe was pretty good from the start, but hav¬ 
ing said that, he finished only 10th in his first 
cross country race. 

“He has worked hard and made huge 
strides forward over the years and we expect 
that to continue.” 

Durrant’s trophy cabinet includes a Kent 
Schools 800m gold, as well as two county jun¬ 
ior championships at 800m and 1500m and a 
Southern Counties 800m silver medal. 

But the youngster is not just gifted on the 
athletics front. He also scored an impressive 
38 in his International Baccalaureate last 


year - equivalent to five grade As at A-level - 
and is off to Birmingham University later 
this month to study medicine. 

His next target is to compete in a Great 
Britain vest, and with a personal best of lmin 
50 secs the signs are he isn’t far off. 

As part of his sponsorship from CSA, which 
is based in Burnham, Bucks, he was given a 
mentoring session with double Olympic silver 
medallist Roger Black. 

Strictly Come Dancing star Roger, now 41, was 
one of Britain’s most successful international 
athletes of the 1990s, kicking off his career while 
a medical student at Southampton University. 

“Joe is lucky because he is gifted as an ath¬ 
lete and is also academically bright,” he said. 

“I only lasted three months at university 
because I had to make a choice between ath¬ 
letics and my studies. I couldn’t be a full-time 
athlete and a medical student, so I decided to 
give up my studies. 

“Joe might well have to make the same choice 
at some stage. It will all depend on how his 
times progress over the next couple of years. 

“He obviously has the talent to reach the 
Olympics, but it will be tough.”

Kent skipper Rob Kev on the bad run of luck he feels 
has hindered his team’s County Championship season 


I T IS an indication of just what 
a crazy season we have had 
in the County Championship 
that, instead of battling to 
avoid relegation over the next 
fortnight, we could easily have 
been challenging for the title. 

I know at the moment that might sound 
like a strange thing to say, but just look at 
the facts. 

Everyone knows by now what a farce our 
match at Worcestershire turned out to be 
back in early July Getting just four points 
from that abandoned fixture, and not being 
allowed to replay it, hit us very hard. 

But since then we were also able to play 
just one day of the return Championship fix¬ 
ture against Worcestershire at Canterbury - 
which meant that we have picked up only a 
handful of points from our two games against 
the bottom side, who most other teams have 
thrashed at least once this summer. 

And, to make matters even worse, both our 
games against Warwickshire - who, to my 
mind, have been the worst team in the first 
division since their South African fast bowler 
Dale Steyn finished his spell at the club back 
in June - were cut short by the weather, too, 
when we were in position to complete com¬ 
fortable wins both at Canterbury and up 
there at Edgbaston. 

T The result of all that is that we have 
been denied - by circumstances totally 
out of our control - the opportunity to 
chalk up another four victories. 

We’re talking another 30 or 40 points, 
and if you add those to our current 
Championship tally then you will see 
what I mean about how strange a summer 
it has been for us. 

I’ve never felt we are a team who should 
be in the bottom four, and I don’t think 
for the most part that we have played 
like a bottom half team. 

In many ways, we have had a good 
season, but we now find ourselves fac¬ 
ing an almighty scrap in these last two 
Championship matches - away at 
Hampshire this week and then at 
home to Durham from September 19 
onwards - to maintain the first-divi¬ 
sion status that we, alone, have

KENT begin the final fortnight 
of the season today facing three 
huge games with a squad 
stretched to the limit. 

Graham Ford’s side play Yorkshire in their 
final Pro40 game this afternoon with just 10 
fit senior players. They must win to stand a 
chance of promotion to the top tier. 

The season finishes with two games 
that will determine the side’s fate in the 
County Championship. They travel to 
Hampshire this week before a showdown at 
the St Lawrence Ground in 10 days’ time 
against Durham. 

The team’s situation has not been helped in 
recent weeks by the loss of their overseas play¬ 
ers Andrew Hall and Yasir Arafat to interna¬ 
tional call-ups, and injuries to key players such 
as Ryan McLaren and Darren Stevens. 

Tired 

Despite the problems, Ford says the reac¬ 
tion of the players to their situation has 
been excellent. 

“There are some very tired bodies in the 
changing room because we do not have the 
luxury of a big squad to rest players,” he said. 

“Everyone has been going flat out for some 
time. Sides can fade in the final weeks of the 
season but we haven’t. They are all putting 
their hand up and putting extra effort in.”

The extent of the injury crisis was shown 
on Tuesday in the Pro40 defeat to Surrey. 
Ford was forced to hand a debut to 18-year- 
old academy all-rounder Alex Blake because 
he did not have 11 fit senior players. 

Kent made just 159 and the Brown Caps 
appeared to be cruising to victory, but in a 
thrilling climax the Spitfires almost pulled 
off an unlikely win. Although disappointed 
to lose, Ford hailed the fight-back which 
epitomised the spirit in the squad. 

He said: “I was very proud of their effort at 
this stage of the season. They got stuck in 
and gave it their all defending a small total. 

“It is that kind of cricket that I have come 
to know over the last couple of years and 
hopefully that will help them through in the 
long run.” 

As well as the immediate need to win 
today to be in with a chance of a Pro40 
promotion, Ford believes the right result 
could provide the impetus the tired squad 
require to escape relegation in the County 
Championship. 

“We have to keep an eye on the champi¬ 
onship. To prepare for those we need to 
play well and keep the positive momentum, 
so the Yorkshire game is important for a lot 
of reasons,” he said. 

While fans brace themselves for a nervous 
couple of weeks on the pitch, members voted 
overwhelmingly this week to approve 


redevelopment plans that will change the 
club off the pitch. 

At a meeting in Ashford on Monday, 
three quarters of voters backed a scheme 
which will make big changes at the St 
Lawrence Ground. 

Two areas of land will be sold off to 
developers for houses and a 130-bedroom 
hotel. With the money the club will 
refurbish existing stands and build new 
facilities including a conference area, office 
block and physiotherapy centre. 

Chief executive Paul Millman said he was 
pleased with the scheme’s approval. 

“I think there has been a momentum for 
the project from the members for quite some 
time - it was just a case of what the project 
ended up looking like,” he said. 

“We want to subsidise cricket with year- 
round income from non-cricket sources. 
“That’s the business we want to get in and 
the more we can get in on that basis, the 
more we can help subsidise the cricket and 
have a cracking good side in the middle.” 

Work is expected to start in January and 
is hoped to be finished before the start of 
the 2009 season.

GILLINGHAM manager 
Ronnie Jepson says he will 
keep “banging on doors” to 
add to his squad when the 
window for loan signings 
opens this week. 

Despite signing 10 new 
players on permanent deals 
during the summer, Jepson 
was still trying to bring in 
new faces when the transfer 
window closed at midnight on 
August 31. 

After a week of relative 
calm the scramble to bring in 


players on loan deals begins 
this week. The Gills boss is 
making enquiries and is keen 
on adding three or four play¬ 
ers to the Priestfield line-up, 
but stressed he would only 
bring in players that would 
improve the squad. 

“I don’t want to loan players 
in for the sake of it -1 want a 
bit of quality,” he said. 

“If that means waiting, or we 
keep banging on the doors 
until we get them, then fine. 
“It’s no use bringing chancers 


in who might send you the 
other way instead of helping 
you to achieve what you want.” 

Jepson is not ruling out 
bringing in players from the 
Premier League or the 
Championship, but warned 
there were factors that were 
out of his hands. 

‘We’ve asked for some good 
players, but that depends on 
other managers, our financial 
set-up and whether we can 
afford their wages. There are a 
lot of things that come into it.”
